EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Union Public Service Commission (Member) Regula- 
tions, 1969, were, promulgated in September, 1969, and among 
other things, the salaries of the Chairman and Members were 
fixed, in terms of Regulation 4 thereof at Rs. 3500 and 
Ra. 3000 respectively. An amendment was issued in September 
1976 revising the salary of Members from Rs. 3000 to 
Rs. 3250 per month. The regulations in question did not make 
any reference to the payment of Dearness Allowance or Addi- 
tional Dearness xMrowance to the Chairman or Members. 

2, However, when in April, 1979, Government orders were 
issued extending the benefit of Dearness Allowance and Addi- 
tional Dearness Allowance to senior officers in Government 
drawing salaries simitar to those of Chairman and Members of 
the Union Public Service Commission with effect from the 
1st December, 1978, Government received a proposal from 
the commission for extending these orders to the Chairman 
and Members also. 

3. The matter was there after examined and it has been 
decided that the Dearness Allowance and Additional Dearness 
Allowance, totalling Rs, 150 per month, made payable with 
effect from the 1st December, 1978, to the Secretaries and Ad- 
ditional Secretaries to the Government of India, may be allow- 
ed to the Chairman and Members of the Union Public Service 
Commission. In view of this decision it has become necessary 
to amend the Union Public Service Commission (Members) 
Regulations, 1969, and to insert a new Regulation (4-A). The 
amendment is being given effect from the 1st December, 1978 
so that the Chairman and Members of the Union Public Ser- 
vice Commission may get these benefits along with the Secreta- 
ries and Additional Secretaries to ffi c Government of India,

1. Short tide and commencement, — 11) These rules may 
be called the Ministry of Commerce, Civil Supliesj and Co- 
operation (Department of Civil Supplies and Cooperation) 
Accountant Group ‘B’ (Ministerial-Non-Gazetted) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publF 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts. Classification and scale of pay, — The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scales of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications, 
etc,— The method of recruitment to Ihe said post, a*ge limit 


qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall be 
as specified in columns 5 lo 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification. — -No person, - — 

(a) who has cn'ered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Centra! Government is of 
opinion that J t is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in wri f fng and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to arty class or 
category of persons or posts, 

6. Saving.- — Nothing iYi these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation in the age limit and other concessions required to 
be provided to candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons 
in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern- 
ment from time to time in this regard.

Provided that the upper ace limit specified m column 
6 of the said Schedule for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the ctffie of candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued from time to time by the Central 
Government 

5. Disqualification, — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse lving* has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : — 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from l^^operation of this 
rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class of 
category of persons or pos + s. 

7. Sayving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special catego- 
ries of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 1242,-^Whereas certain draft rules further to amend 
the Drugs und Cosmetics Rules, 1945 were published as 
required by sections 12 and 33 of the Drugs and Cosmetics 
Act, 1940 (23 of 1940), at pages 1944 to 96 of the Gfctctte 
of India, Part 11, Section 3, Subjection (i) dated the 2nd 
September, 1978, under the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare 
(Department of Health) No. G.S.R. 1075 dated the 22nd 
August, 1978 inviting objections and suggestions from all 
persons likely to be alfecled thereby, before the expiry of 
ninty days from the date on which the copies of the Official 
Gazette containing the said notification were made available 
to the public ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 23rd September, 1978 ; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from 
the public on the said draft have been considered by the 
Central Government ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sections 12 and 33 of the said Act, the Central Government 
after consultation with the Drugs Technical Advisory Board, 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Drugs 
and Comestics Rule, 1945, namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics 
(Third Amendment) Rules, 1979, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 


2, In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said rules), in rule 65, — 

(a) in sub-rule (4), for clause (4), the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(4) (i) Records of purchase of a drug intended for 
sale or sold by retail shall be maintained by the 
licensee and such records shall show the following 
particulars, namely 


(a) the date of purchase, 

(b) the name rand address of the person from whom 
purchased and the number of the relevant licence 
held by him. 


(c) the name of the drug, the quantity and the batch 
number, and 

(d) the name of the manufacturer of the drug. 

(ii) Purchase bills including cash or credit memos 
shall be sen ally numbered by the licensee and 
maintained by him in & chronological order," ; 


(dj in sub-rule (5), for clause (3), the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely : — 


(3) (i) Records of purchase of a drug intended for 
resale or sold by wholesale shall be maintained 
by the licensee and such records shall show the 
following particulars, namely ; — 


(a) the date of purchase, 
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(b) the name, address and the number of the rele- 
vant lieencc held by the person from whom pur- 
chased, 

(c) the name of the drug, the quantity and the batch 
number, and 

(d) the name of the manufacturer of the drug. 

(ii) Purchase bills including cash or credit memos 
shall be serially numbered by the licensee and 
maintained by him in a chronological order.' 1 

3. After rule 66 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be inserted, namely : — 

“66 A. Procedure for disposal of drugs in the event of 
cancellation of licence. — (l)In case a licensee, 
whose licence hag been cancelled, desires to dis- 
pose of the drugs he has in his possession in the 
premises in respect of which the licence has been 
cancelled, he shall apply in writing to the licensing 
authority for this purpose, giving the following parti- 
culars, namely : — 

(a) the name and address of the person to whom the 
drugs are proposed to be sold or supplied to- 
gether with the number of the licence for sale 
or manufacture, ag the case may be held by 
him. 

^ (b) the names of drugs together with their quantities, 
batch numbers, the names and addresses of their 
manufacturers and the dates of their expiry, if 
any, proposed to be sold to the person mentioned 
in clause (a). 

(2) The licensing authority may, after examination of the 
particulars referred to in sub-rule (1) and, if necessary, after 
inspection by an Inspector of the premises where the drugs 
are stocked, grant the necessary permission for their dis- 
posal^. 

4. After rule 104 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be inserted namely : — 

“104 A. Prohibition against altering inscriptions on con- 
tainers, lables or wrappers of dni£. — No person shall 
alter, obliterate or deface any inscription or mark 
made or recorded by the manufacturer on the con- 
tainer, label or wrapper of any 'dirug. 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall apply to any alte- 
ration, any inscription or mark made on the con- 
tainer, label or wrapper of any drug at the instance 
or direction or with the permission of the licensing 
authority'*. 

5. Rule 110 A of the said rules shall be omitted. 


6. In schedule C to the said rules, after entry 14th the 
following entry shall be inserted namely : — 

" 15 . Ophthalmic preparations”.

4. Requirements — All classes and grades of Disinfectant 
fluids shall comply with the following requirements, namely : — 

(1) Stability after dilution — When tested by the method des- 
cribed hereinafter the Disinfectant fluid shall be miscible with 
artificial hard water (fqr Black fluids) or with artificial sea 
water (for White fluids) in all proportion from 1 per cent to 5 
per cent by volume, to give emulsion which shall not break 
or show more than traces of separation of either top or bottom 
oil when kept for 6 hours at 15 °C to 45 °C for Type (I) (Nor- 
mal) and 5 t ’C lo 30°C for Type (IT) (Winter), 

(2) Germicidal Value — 

Rideal Walker Coefficient— Black flluids and White fluids 
shalt be tested for the determination of Rideal Walker Coeffi- 
cient (R.W. Coefficient) by the method described hereinafter. 


(4) Labelling — Subject to the other provisions in these 
rules, the label on the container shall state : —

(ii) the name and full address of the manufacturer,

(iv) date of manufacture, 

(v) quantity present in the container,

5. Method of testing — 

(1 ) Preparation of sample : The sample of Disinfectant 
fluids to be tested should be mixed thoroughly taking care 
that no air is beaten into the fluid immediately before with- 
drawing any portion for testing. The rest portion should be 
withdrawn from the middle of the sample, 

(2) Method of testing stability after dilution- 

fa) Preparation of Artificial Hard Water : 40 ml, of IN 
Hydrochloric Acid (Analytical Reagent Qualify) is neutralised 
with a slight excess of Calcium Carbonate and filtered. The 
filtrate is diluted to 1000 ml. with distilled water, 10 parts of 
this solution is further diluted to 100 ports with distilled water. 

(b) Preparation of Artificial Sea Water : — 27 G of Sodium 
Chloride (Analytical Reagent Quality) and 5 G of Magnesium 
Sulphate (Analytical Reagent Quality) are dissolved in distil- 
ed water and diluted to 1 000 ml. The solution is filtered before 
use. 

(c) Procedure— Take 1 ml. and 5 ml. portions of the 
sanip’e in duplicate in 100ml stoppered measuring cylinder 
(IS : 878 — 1956) by means of pipettes. Dilute the sample with 
artificial Hard water or Artificial Sea water (as the case may 
be) upto 10ml. mark. Mix thoroughly by inverting the sylin- 
ders 5 times. Keep the cylinders containing the diluted fluids 
for 6 hours at the extremes of the temperature range specified 
for the particular type. The sample complies with the test if 
the solution shows not more than a trace of separation at its 
top and bottom. 

(3) Method of determination of Rideal Walker Coefficient 
(R.W.C.) 

• 

Apparatus— A loop, 4 mm in internal diameter is made at 
end of a 28 swg (0.376 mm) wire of platinum or platinum 
iridium alloy, 38 mm long from the loop to the holder. The 
loop is bent at such an angle to the length of the wire as well 
facilitate in removal vertically from the surface of the liquid 
while keeping the place of the loop horizontal. 

Incubator — Set and maintained at 37°C dz EC, 

Pipettes— Standard graduated pipettes of capacity 10 ml.; 

5 ml. and 1 ml. 

Dropping Pipette — Made to deliver 0.2 ml. 

Medication tubes— 5 sterile plugged rimless test tubes 

125 mm X 22 mm (5"X3/4") made of hard neutral glass. 

Broth tubes — Abodt 2 dozens of the same description as 
medication tubes. 

Standard measuring cylinders stopped and graduated — 
5(H) ml. graduated in 10 ml, — one 100 ml. grauated 1 ml. — 
five. All apparatus must be scrupulously clean and sterile 
immediately before use. 

Reagents. — (a) Broth — Prepare a mixture of the following 
ingredients : 

Meat extract (Microbiological grade) 20 g. Peptone (Micro- 
biological grade) 20 g. Sodium Chloride (Regent Quality) 
10 g. Distilled Water — 1000 ml. 
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Dissolve the solids in distilled water, Add sufficient sodium 
hydroxide to neutralise the solution ; then boil it to bring 
down phosphates and filter whiLe hot The broth thus pre- 
pared is then adjusted to p.H 7.6 with normal Hydrochloric 
acid. The broth is Ihen Sterilised by autoclaving at 15 lbs. 
pressure for 20 minutes. It is then filtered and placed in 
5 ml. quantities in sterilised broth tubes, The tubes of 
media thus prepared arc sterilised by autoclaving at 15 Lbs. 
pressure for 10 minutes. The final pH of the medium 
should lie between 7.3 and 7.5. Further resterilisation in 
bulk or in tubes is not permissible. 

(b) Test Organism— The test organism used is Salmo- 
nella typhi (NCTC 786) of which suitable culture shall be 
obtained from the Director, Central Drugs Laboratory, 
Calcutta. This culture is maintained by weekly sub-culture 
on a nutrient agar slope (made by dissolving 2.5 per cent 
Agar Agar (Bacteriological grade) in the broth prepared 
as above), incubating the sub-culture for 24 hours at 37 °C 
and then storing in refrigerator at a temperature below 22 °C. 
For the purpose of the test a little of the growth from the 
most recent sub-culture in nutrient agar slope is placed in 
Lube of R.W. broth andi incubated for 23 hours at 38 °C. 
A standard loopful is then transferred to a second tube and 
incubated as before. This is done for at least three times 
befoe a test is carried out. Sub-culturing in broth is limited 
to 14 days. 

(c) Standard Phenol : 5 per cent W/V solution in sterile 
distilled water of chemically pure phenol having a crystal- 
lising point of not less than 40.5 °C is prepared. Test dilu- 
tions are prepared! from this stock solution containing 1 g 
of phenol In each 95, 100, 105, 115 ml. of the solution 
made. These dilutions shall be used within a week of 
preparation. 

(d) Test dilutions of Disinfectant (sample) — The sample 
is prepared as described under “Preparation of samples”, A 
test portion of 5 ml. is withdrawn and discharged into about 
480 nil, of sterile distilled water in a 500 ml. glass stopper- 
ed sterile measuring cylinder and the pipette is rinsed three 
times or more, in the clear liquid. The whole is then made 
up to 500 ml with sterile distilled water, the cylinder is 
stoppered and the contents thoroughly mixed by inverting 
the cylinder several times. Suitable test dilutions in sterile 
distilled water are then immediately prepared from this stock 
solution- 

procedure : 5 ml. of 4 chosen dilu lions of the disinfectant 
are placed in 4 medication tubes which are then placed in 
a rack provided with water bath maintained at a constant 
temperature between 17°C and 19°C, with the strongest 
dilution on the left. The fifth medication tube containing 
5 ml. of the particular phenol dilution is placed on the 
right. When the content on the medication tubes and broth 
culture of the test organism have reached the temperature of 
the water bath, starting at Zero time, 0,2 ml. of the culture 
is added to the left hand medication tube and the tube is 
shaken gently. After 30 seconds the next tube is inoculated 
similarly and the process is repeated with each successive 
tube at intervals of 30 seconds until the phenol control has 
been inoculated. Thirty seconds after thh last addition (that 
is 2-1/2 minutes from zero) a loopful of the well shaken 
content of the tube at the extreme left is withdrawn and 
placed in tube containing 5 ml. of the broth medium. Thirty 
seconds after this, similar operation is performed on the 
second medication tube. The procedure is repeated at an 
interval of 30 seconds with each of the 5 medication tubes 
working from left to right until 4 sets of cultures have been 
made i.e. at 2-1/2, 5, 7-1)2 and 10 minutes respectively 
after exposure. In each withdrawal care should be taken 
to ensure that the loop is removed verticallv from the sur- 
face of the liquid with its plane horizontally and without 
touching the side of the test tubes. The loop shall be 
sterilized by flaming between each operation, care being 
taken that the loop is cooled before being again used. The 
inoculated broth tubes are incubated for not less than 48 
hours and not more than 72 hours at 37*0, when the tubes 
showing growth of the test organisms will be recognised by 
turbidity of the broth. 

Calculation of Coefficient — The R.W. Coefficient is obtain- 
ed by dividing that dilution of the disinfectant which shows 
life of test organism in 2-1/2 and 5 minutes but no life 
thereafter by that dilution of the phenol which gives the 
same response.

G.S.R* 1256. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
clauses (a) and (b) of sub-section (1) of section 642 of the 
Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 1 
Companies (Central Government’s General Rules and) Forms, 
1956, namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Companies (Central 
Government’s) General Rules and Forms (Second Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1979, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, In Annexure ‘A’ to the Companies (Central Govern- 
ments General Rules and Forms, 1956, — 


(i) in Form 25A, after item 12, the following item flhall 

be inserted, namely : — 

“12A. Whether the spouse or son or daughter of the 
proposed Managing /Whole-time Director is em- 
ployed in the company or in any of its subsi- 
diaries or in any other company under the same 
management or in the same group? If so, give 
particulars of employment, remuneration etc. in 
respect of each of them.” ; 

(ii) in Form 25C, after item 8, the following item shall 
be inserted, namely : — 

lt 8A. Whether the spouse or son or daughter of the 
proposed Managing /Whole-time Director is em- 
ployed in the company or in any of its subsidi- 
aries or in any other company under the same 
management or in the same group ? If so, give 
particulars of employment, remnueration etc. in 
respect of each of them.”.
